BUT NO LOSS OF LIFE

SHENANDOAH, Pa.,Mar. 


4.—(fP)—Mid-city 
Shenan- 


doah sank 
slowly today, 


toppling homes and crack- 
ing business buildings, as 
abandoned anthracite mine 
workings below the town 
collapsed after a 24-hour 
rain. 


City officials said property dam- 


age would reach $1,000,000. 


Residents, awakened by the rum- 


bling that warned of the cavein, 
fled from a 16-block area that set- 
tled slowly and steadily. Police 
Chief Frank Allnsky said no one 
was reported killed or injured, but 
property damage was heavy. 
At 8 a, m. seven hours after the 


subsidence first was detected many 
buildings had settled 18 inches and 
widening cracks streaked across 
factories and sturdier brick struc- 
tures. 


Many homes were split in two. 
Gas and water mains were broken 
and police ordered valves closed. 
Street pavements caved in. 
. Women sobbed h y s t e r i c a l l y 
among the hundreds of spectators 
who looked on from safe areas 
outside the section police roped 
off. 
Many saw their houses col- 
lapse. 


After the confusion of the first 
scare, police said residents of the 
area might go back to their homes 
or carry out possessions—"If they 
wanted to." 


The affected section includes al- 
most a quarter of the town of 
21,000 population. Damage was re- 
ported within a block of the inter- 
section of Main and Center streets 
—the heart of the town. The sink- 
ing extended 
in varying degree 


from Main street, principal north 
street above Center street, which 
runs east and west. 
State police from all nearby sta- 


tions were summoned to help the 
Shenandoah police force maintain 
order and patrol the endangered 
section. 


Telephone service to Shenandoah 


.from nearby communities in the 
anthracite section was disrupted. 
"In some houses, doors jammed 
so tightly that the people had to 
crawl out of windows to get away," 
said Chief Alinsky.

HITLER'S PEACE TERMS GIVEN 
SUMNER WELLES ARE THOSE OF 
VICTOR IN NEWEST WORLD WAR

Herr Hitler's 
ambitious 
peace 


terms as reportedly .outlined to 
special American Ambassador Sum- 
ner Welles are, of course, those of 
a conqueror and impossible of ac- 
ceptance by the Anglo-French al- 
lies, but they aro neither 
more 
nor less than observers expected 
and haven't altered the situation at 


seekers 
after 
war's-end 


all.Thus 
need find 
no disappointment in 
the Fuehrer's claims, albeit there 
is little apparent 
encouragement, 


we at least have Hitler's top prlc«, 
which represents either the height 
of optimism or a bold effort to 
drlvo a hard horse-deal. 


To complete the picture we noed 
to know what the keen Mr. Welles 
read between the lines. Maybe ho 
saw some bargaining points to re- 
port to President Roosevelt. We 
also should like a record .of the 
conversations between Field Mar- 
shal Hermann Goering, the Nazi 
chieftain's political heir, and oth- 
ers. Certainly not all German lead- 
ers look at things just as does Herr 
Hitler. 


One thing would seem to be 
quite clear—that while this proba- 
bly Is a good time for Underscore- 
tary Welles to collect Information 
relating to prospects, the 
time 
hasn't arrived for peace overtures. 
He undoubtedly will encounter juit 


as firm a stand in Paris and Lon- 
don, 
especially as regards the de- 


termination to "crush Hitlerlsm," 
and tho value of his mission will 
He in his ability to size up the 
general situation through his own 
observations. 


The cold fact is that not all the 


cards in this .war are on the table 
yet. Important plays are In the 
process of being developed and not 
until the outcome is apparent'will 
either side be prepared to consider 
peace terms, and perhaps not then. 


The Russo-Finnlsh conflict Is an 
outstanding example. That has as 
many potentialities as a porcupine 
has quills. Either the Finns will be 
rescued by their friends or ulti- 
mately will be smashed by the 
Reds. 


If the Muscovites overrun the lit- 
tle republic without outside'inter- 
vention this presumably will leave 
the Reds still "neutral so far as 
concerns the war between Germany 
and the allies. But England and 
France 
may 
Intervene, 
thereby 


forcing Russia Into the main con- 
flict on the aide of Germany, and 
opening up a new battle front 
against the Nazis. Or possibly Nor- 
way and Sweden might join the 
allies In defense of the Finns. 


Every time you figure out a new 


combination you give the general 
war a fresh, complexion,

WASHINGTON, March 4— (flV-

$293,000,000 today.

emergency. 


Both developments reflected tho

of congress to avoid new taxes 
or an increase in tho limit on the 
national debt. 


In Its latest whack at President 
Roosevelt's budget estimates, the 
house committee trimmed $2,986.- 
277 from tho interior department 
bill. 


The senate resounded to praise

HELSINKI, March 
4.—(/P)—The 


Finnish high command announced 
today its forces, fighting invading 
Russians almost at tho gates of 
Vilpurl, had repelled attacks aimed 
at the city from three sides. 


In addition the Finns reported 


fighting in the Arctic region far to 
the north, near Petsamo, and north- 
east of Lake Ladoga, where they 
said 1,200 Russians wero killed. 


The attacks against Viipurl were 
beaten back yesterday, according 
to the daily army communique, a§ 
the Russians attempted to advance 
across tho Ice of the Bay of Vii- 
purl, at a second point between 
the bay and the Vuoksl river, and 
at a third point near Abraapa, a 
few miles further to the northeast.

Sources close to Adolf Hitler believed that he told U. S. Undersecretary of State Sumner Wellos that Ger- 
many will fight until Britain and France recognize a "Gorman Monroe Doctrine for Central Europe" and 
restore her war lost colonies. Hitler's price for peace, according to this version, Includes permanent Gor- 
man political domination over Bohemia-Moravin, Slovakia, Poland and Hungary—this territory is shown by 
diagonal lines. Germany now dominates all of this territory except Hungary. The plan also provides that 
Britain and France promise not to stir up the Balkans and Scandinavia and that "stranglehold control" 
of the Suez canal and Gibraltar be stopped.

HAS REACHED DEADLOCK 


POINT AT PRESENT

deadlock and that the way out 
is not In sight.

A cautious majority Inclines to 


the view that the allies already 
have won the upper hand, and that 
economic strangulation

should ultimately bring tho Nazis 
to terms. . 


An Impressive minority contends

French face the greater peril from

our army and navy to help 
Britain and France if they 
seemed in danger of defeat. 
Today only 23 per cent 
take that view. 


The trend of opinion is 


reassuring. But we cannot 
be certain of holding the 
same opinion indefinitely. 
Sentiment from month to 
month or year to year may 
vary greatly with develop- 
ments abroad. Millions, if 
actually facing a decline of 
the power of the free coun- 
tries of Europe and a pos- 
sibility of the dictator coun- 
tries triumphing would feel 
very differently about it. 


We must 
be 
idealistic 


and also practical. We can 
help preserve, abroad, the 
freedom and decency of the 
type

civilization our 


country represents, by giv- 
ing our moral support. We 
may also need to give some 
support in more concrete 
ways, short of belligerency 
and in harmony with inter- 
national law as it applies to 
neutrals, as we are doing 
in Finland. As far as prac- 
tical observers can see now 
this attitude jhould suffice. 


PRODUCER-CONSUMER 


Dr. Glenn Frank, study- 


ing the economic situation 
of this country, concludes 
that it isn't hopeless, if we 
have 9,000,000 more people 
to take care of than we had 
a decade ago, by the same 
token we have 9,000,000 
more customers for goods 
and service.

the Very Rev. Magr. V. Graffeo, 
pastor of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion church, preached 
at

morning and night services on 
the real presence of Christ In tho 
Sacrament of the Blessed Eucha- 
rist. 


He read the gospel of the day 
according 
to Saint John, sixth 
chapter, where Christ 
promised 
to Institute the Sacrament of tho 
Blessed Eucharist in the following 
words: 
"I am the living bread which 
came down from heaven. 
"If any man eat.of this bread, 
he shall live forever; and the 
bread that I will give is tny 
flesh, for the life of the world. 
"The 
Jews 
therefore 
strove 
among themselves, saying: 
How 
can thia man give us his flesh to 
eat."Then 
Jcsua 
said 
to them: 
Amen, Amen, I say unto you; Ex- 
cept you eat the flesh of the Son, 
of Man and drink His blood, you 
•hall not have life in you. 
"He that eatest my flesh and 
drinketh my blood hath everlast- 
ing life; and I will raise him up 
in the last day. 
"For my flesh is meat indeed; 
and my blood is drink indeed. 
"He that oateth my flesh and 
drinketh my blood abldeth in me; 
and I in him, 
"As the 
living Father hath 


H'Bent Me and I live by the Father; 
•o ho that eatest Me, the same 
also shall live in Me." 51-58. 
These words Christ addressed to 


a, multitude of five thousand men 
after 
the marvelous miracle of 
the multiplication 
of five barley 
loaves and two fishes by which 
he fed them all. St. John narrates 
this miracle in order to open the 
way to tho narrative of the prom- 
ise of the Blessed Eucharist. Our 
Lord considered 
the present 
a 
favorable occasion for speaking of 
the Sacrament of His body and 
blood, which was to be distribut- 
ed, not to a few thousands, but 
to millions of souls; not in one 
place, but everywhere; not at one 
time, but for all days, at the end 
of time. 
The speaker made it clear that 
those texts are to be taken liter- 
ally and not figuratively, as few 
passages taken at random so im- 
ply. 
When our Saviour says to 
the Jews: "Your fathers did eat 
manna and died . . . but he that 
eateth this 
(Eucharlsttc) 
bread 
shall live forever," He evidently 
wishes to affirm the superiority or 
the food which He would 
give, 
over the manna by which the chil- 
dren of Israel were nourished. 
Now, If the Eucharist were mere- 
ly commemorative bread and wine, 
instead of being superior, it would 
be really Inferior to the manna, 
for the manna was supernatural, 
heavenly, miraculous food, while 
bread and wine are natural and 
earthly food. 
The best and most reliable In- 
terpreters of our Saviour's words 
,are the multitude and the disci- 
ples who were, listening to Him. 
They all understood His words 
precisely as they are understood 
,by the Catholic church. They be- 
lieved that our Lord spoke literal- 
ly of His body and blood. 
Thai 
evangelist tells us that the' Jews' 
"disputed among themselves, say- 
ing: How can this man give us 
His flesh to eat?" Even His dis- 
ciples gave expression to their 
doubt In this milder form: 
"Thia 
saying Is hard, and who can hear 
It?"They 
were 
shocked 
at 
our 
Lord's promises and "after thia 
many of His disciples went back 
and walked no more with Him." 
They evidently implied, by their 
words and conduct, that they un- 
derstood Jesus to have spoken 
literally of His flesh; for, had 
they interpreted His words In a 
figurative sense, It would not have 
been a hard saying, nor have lea 
them to abandon their Master. 
The Study Club will meet Tues- 
day night at 7:30 to continue the 
discussion on prayers in common 
use in the church.—Reporter.

(1) Those who may have been 
out of the city during the census 
taking. 


(2) Those moving to Corsicana 
since March 1. 


(3) Children who will not be 


18 years old on or before Sept. 1, 
and because of graduation and 
other reasons are not 
now in 
school, 


(4) Children under six years old 


who are not now in school, but in- 
tend to enter next year, because 
they will be six years old on or 
before Sept. 1. Children who do 
not live in the city, but who are 
attending the * Corsicana 
schools 
now or plan to attend next year 
must be .enumerated in districts 
wherein they live and a transfer 
from 
the county superintendent's

August 1. 


Children being counted in the 
census are those who will be six 
and under 18 years of age Sept 
1, 1940, and who are residents of 
the district on the first day of 
April.

VIOLATION INDICTMENT 


UPHELD BY COURT 


WASHINGTON, March 4.—</P>— 


The United States court of ap- 
peals ruled today that the Justice 
department could prosecute the 
American Medical Association on 
charges of violating the Sherman 
anti-trust act. 


It sustained the validity of an 


Indictment which charged the A. 
M. A., two of its affiliates and 20 
individual physicians had acted In 
restraint of trade by opposing ac- 
tivities of a group health associa- 
tion in Washington. 


By this action, the court revers- 


ed a decision of the district court 
which had upheld a demurrer in 
which the A. M. A. pleaded that 
te practice of medicine was 
a 
"learned profession" rather than 
a trade and therefore not subject 
to prosecution. The case is there- 
fore sent oack to district court 
for trial. 


The appellant court 
held the 
practice of medicine fell within ' 
the scope of the Sherman anti- 
trust act. 


Last July, in district court, Jus- 


tice James Proctor said in uphold- 
ing the Medical Association's de- 
murrer that he thought the legal 
concept of the word "trade" had 
long been settled in a supreme 
court decision "expressly 
except- 
ing the learned professions." 
Last October, the supreme court 


refused to pass on the case. 
The 
appellate court's 
decision 
opens 
the way for another opportunity 
for the supreme court to review 
the litigation.
